"Wo are now in receipt of the news of 


the march upon Home, which, though in- 
teresting and important, u not exciting or 
marvelous, from ita long anticipation. 
The Italian troops stationed in the towns 
nearest to tbe Pontifical States have taken 
the town of Montefiasconc. situated about 
thirteen Italian miles from Viterbo. Tbe 
Papal troops, composing the garrison, be- 
ing weak in numBer and unprepared to 
make any resistance, surrendered the town 
to-Gen. Bixion. and retired to Viterbo. 
In tho meantime they took possession of 
Bagnarea. a village situated between 
Gaudagnola and Orivieto, and memorable 
for the engagement which took place there 
in tho spring of 1867, between the Gari 
baldions and the Papal Zouaves, who 
fought bravely and won against immense 
odds. 


THE CAPTURED TOW3TS DESCRIBED. 
Montefiaseone is a small town built on 


the side of a hill called Chiaro Coelo, con 
tainiug about #)00 inhabitants, who sup- 
port themselves generally by cultivatini 
the vino and providing eggs fruit and 
vegetables for the markets of Viterbo, fo 
which place the peasants start in group 
before dawn every morning. ' There an 
two monasteries iu the town, one* built o 
tho summit of Monte Chairo. the other in 
theVentrc of tho town.
